As far as we can gather from the 
speeches delivered by Naval authoritica, 
the only method of attaining these high 
specds with big ships is by using steam 
turbines for propelling purposes. There 
are two difficulties with turbine engines, 
however, the chief being that they cannot 
be reversed. Special mechanical deviecs 
must, therefore, be intreduced so that 
the ship may be made to go astern 48 
J well as ahead. The other trouble ig con- 
nected with the propeller, which is not 
go officient at the high rates of revolution 
usual with steam turbines. The Ameri. 
cans have overcome these trouhles by 
using the turbo-electric drive. Experi- 
ments were made on the U.B. collier 
Jupiter and were ao successful that the 
new battle-cruisers, six in all, will have 
electrical tranamission gear between the 
main engines and the propellers. If this 
system should be entirely successful, it 
wilb probably be adopted for passenger 
vessels. American naval opinion will be 
profoundly influenced by Admiral Sims 
and his officers who have been in EBuro- 
peon waters during the war. Whether 
the well-known tendency in the United 
States to ‘acrap’’ machinery will be 
applicd to naval designs remaina to be 
seen, but if it is it will not ease the 
burden of the tax-payers of other nations. 
American nava) policy will accommodate 
iteely to American foreign policy, which 
has changed in fundamental principles. 
Wé must therefore be prepared to sec 
a big American Navy, which, like that 
of the British Empire, will be o bulwark 
of international morality.
